line of the Turkish railroad system. This leads on th« weat to 
Istanbul via Ankara; to Bandirma on the Sea of Karxaara via 
eehir and Balikkesir; to Ixmir on the Aegean via Afyon and 
On the south to Mersin and lekenderun on the Mediterranean via 
Konya or Kayersi; on the east to Kars via Erzurum; on the north to 
Samsun on the Black Sea; and on to ionguldak on the Black Sea via 
Karabuk, vhere the large Turkish-ovned and operated ctael *111® 
are located; and thence to Eregli, vhere the largest Tst* t-S coal 
mines are to be found, 

b. * As con b« seen at a glance on the map of Turkey, vhilanot diractly 

on the sea shore U is strategically located prvtlcally in tha 
center of Anatolia and connected by rail to the four s«as surround- 
lag the peninsula called Alia Klpor.

vould he ideal for the installation of a large foundry. 




i. “There is a forge vith tvo presses one of l.fiOO ton* and the other 

of 600 tons pressure pover, and several &»all capacity presses. 

The forge is equipped vith a heavy hammer and vith all the forge 
tools required. It has also a laboratory, a specially equipped 
deportment for the making of springs, and a small m a ch i ne shop. 

It has finally a heating treating depart^ t. 

j. “Behind the forge and after an adequate empty space there is located 

the machine shop building fully equipped vith the folio via,*, up to 
date machines: ...

.department and o testing department all fully equipped.* This last 
comes from the pre-var Zeiss factories.
